DRANK GASOLINE 
THEN HANGED SELF 


COLUMBUS, Ohio, Feb . 28 .—To­ 
day was the last on earth for Dr. 
James How^ard Snook, the 50-year- 
old former professor of veterinary 
surgery at Ohio State University, 
condemned to die in the electric 
chair b ecause he killed his mistress, 
Theora Hix . 
Dr. Snook spent his last day pre­ 
paring 
for 
death 
at 
ab out 
7:30 
o’clock tonight, the usual hour for 
electrocutions in Ohio penitentiary. 
Snook’s attorneys, who fought for 
his life through four courts and 
into Governor Cooper’s office only 
to lose their last b attle there, were 
merely waiting today. So was Mrs. 
Helen Marple Snook, faithful wife 
of the condemned man, who shook 
the governor with a powerful plea 
for clemency yesterday. 
Dr. Snook, who earned an inter­ 
national reputation 
as 
a 
pistol 
marksman in addition to national 
recognition as a w riter on hunting 
and 
veterinary 
surgery, 
played 
cards with his death-cell mates un­ 
til “lights out" time last night. He 
was cheerful during the card game, 
b ut as the night drifted into the 
fatal day, the doctor b ecame ner­ 
vous and prison guards feared he 
might 
“b reak” 
b efore 
his 
ex ecu­ 
tion. 
Only a week 
ago 
Snook 
told 
newspapermen he “felt” he would 
get a chance to 
tell 
“the 
true 
story” of his relations wdth Miss 
Hix in another court. However, the 
federal supreme court Tuesday re­ 
fused to review his case and Gov­ 
ernor Cooper yesterday declined to 
grant him a fourth reprieve or to 
commute his sentence to life im­ 
prisonment. 
W arden P. E. Thomas 
who has 
discretionary power in s'etting the 
hour for ex ecutions, said last night 
he would hold it “after the eve­ 
ning dinner hour” which would set 
it at the usual time, ab out 7:30 p. 
m. 
Mrs. Thomas, who always cooks 
the last meals for condemned men 
from a menu 
selected 
b y 
them­ 
selves, 
will 
pujpare 
Dr. 
Snook’s 
meal tonight. Rev. Isaac Miller, pas­ 
tor of the King Avenue Methodist 
Episcopal church, who has b een at­ 
tending b oth Mr. and Mrs. Snook, 
received permission to eat the last 
meal wdth Dr. Snook. 
Mrs. Snook has not decided where 
her husb and’s b ody will b e b uried. 
His m other and sister, who reside 
in Leb anon, have not visited him 
since his conviction last August in 
common pleas court here and have 
specified that he shall not b e b ur­ 
ied in the family grave yard there. 
Dr. Snook is said to b e distressed 
at his m other’s failure to visit him, 
although she testified in his de­ 
fense at the trial. 
The crime for w’hich Dr. Snook 
will pay was committed the night 
of last June 
13 and 
Miss Hix ’s 
b ody was found b y two b oys at 
noon the nex t day. Dr. Snook was 
arrested two days later and con­ 
fessed June 20. 
He was convicted 
August 14 and sentenced on August 
20 to die Novemb er 29 . He received 
three reprieves, as the appealate 
and supreme court considered his 
appeals.

“ fair or foul” was raised again to­ 
day amidst the chaos of the heav y­ 
weight fistic realm as a result of 
J ack Sharkey’s technical knockout 
v ictory ov er Phil Scott in the third 
round of a weird contest. 
In a finish that was as balmy 
as the weather, Sharkey was declar­ 
ed the winner b y‘Referee Lou Mag­ 
nolia last night after the 
lanky 
British 
champion 
had 
claimed 
a 
foul, Ukcn a complete minute’s rest 
to recupérate as the claim was dis­ 
allowed and, then, refused altogeth­ 
er to continue as he swayed against 
the ropes from the effects of a 
terrific left hook to the pit of the 
stomach. 
The spectacle of this third round, 
the climax to a carniv al of clout 
that was a financial as well as a 
fistic flop, probably has no pre­ 
cedent In the history of American 
heav yweight boxing—with Sharkey 
first warned for hltüng low. Scott 
then sinking with an agonized look 
and cry of foul; police and handlers 
in the ring as the referee helped 
drag Scott to his corner for an ex­ 
amination and a 
minute’s 
rest; 
Sharkey raging around 
the 
ring 
with tears streaming down his face 
as he feared disqualification; Scott 
hen limped out to continue the 
bout with pain written all ov er his 
face and, finally, the abrupt ending 
with Scott erect but v irtually help­ 
less on the ropes, protesting his in­ 
ability to continue from the effects 
of body blows or an alleged foul or 
both. 
Sharkey won the decision and as 
a result, the right to battle Max 
Schmeling, the German champion, 
for a bout that will be billed for 
the world’s championship in J une at 
New York. The Boston lallor, how­ 
ev er, in the opinion of most critics, 
fought an unsatisfactory fight, jeop­ 
ardized his 
chances 
of 
winning 
from an opponent he obv iously out­ 
classed and added nothing to his 
prestige at the leading American 
title contender. 
Scott, thoroughly eliminated from 
any further consideration 
In 
the 
heav yweight circus, left a sorrow­ 
ful impression as a fighter, in spite 
of his apparent show of gameness 
in deciding to continue in the third 
round after a claim of foul. 
The argument as to whether or 
not Scott was fouled may go on for 
.some time to come without being 
settled. Experts at the ringside dif­ 
fered sharply on the question, some 
maintaining that Scott was hit low; 
others 
asserting 
that 
while 
the 
American hit low on Scott’s thigh, 
he did not deliv er any directly foul 
punches. 
Referee Magnolia, the sole ruling 
official of the 
bout, declared 
he 
saw no low punches but after the 
right, examination of Scott showed 
lump on th fight leg, sev eral

—Audits of the Missouri Game and 
Fish department and the state fed­ 
eral Soldiers’ Home at St. James 
for a four and a half year period 
ending with the first of this year 
were announced today by L. D. 
Thompson, state auditor. The hand­ 
ling of financial affairs In both 
the game and fish department and 
the St. James Soldiers' Home, in 
general, has been good the audits 
show, 
and 
records 
are 
in 
good 
shape. 
Some criticism is made in the 
audit of the St. James institution 
of the manner in w^hich expendi­ 
tures are paid by the treasurer. 
Money received from the monthly 
requisitions to the state auditor and 
is deposited In a Salem bank, the 
treasurer’s home town, and he then 
issues a large check to a St. James 
bank, 
designated 
as 
his 
agent. 
This check covers the payroll, ac­ 
counts ow’ed to local merchants Iç 
St. James, the revolving fund, and 
petty cash. Employes and merch­ 
ants receive their money by going 
to the St. James bank. The balance 
remaining is supposed to be de­ 
posited to the revolving and petty 
cash funds. The treasurer issues 
checks on the St. Jame bank to all 
outside companies. 
Declaring that this is not a good 
system, the audit says “this two 
bank system w^as objected to In a 
former audit and w^e insist that a 
St. James bank be designated as the 
depository bank and thus eliminate 
much unnecessary bookkeeping.” By 
so doing, the checks would then he 
issued to each employe and for all 
expenditures, which is to be de­ 
sired 
the audit said. 
The audit, which covered the per­ 
iod from January 1, 1924 to Decem­ 
ber 31, 1929, showrs there was a 
balance of $29,042 in the federal 
home fund at the beginning of this 
year and $3,142 in the superintend 
ent’s fund. O. D. Hall is superin­ 
tendent. 
Administration of the game and 
fish department from May 10, 1924 
to December 31, 1929, the period 
covered, 
is 
commended 
by 
the 
audit of that department. 
Marked improvement w^as found 
in the bookkeeping and record sys­ 
tem since the last audit. 
The audit today called attention 
to the substantial yearly increase 
in revenue from state hunting and 
fishing licenses. Receipts increased 
from $208,27 5 in 1924 to $364,07 6 in 
1929. 
The department had a balance of 
$131 405 in the state treasury at 
the end of 1929 with a balance of 
$32,289 in the state park fund.

In Chicago the other day 1,200 “ com­ 
munists,” or persons who called them­ 
selves communists (not that most of them 
knew what a communist is like) marched 
against the city hall. 
They were out of 
employ ment (all save a few who earn 
their living by pouring poison into the 
ears of the jobless), they w'ere angry , de­ 
spairing, desperate men and women. The 
police rode through their ranks, swinging 
batons, bruised heads, arrested a dozen or 
two men and women, and placed a cor­ 
don of police around the offices of the 
may or, “ Big Bill” Thompson, friend of 
the 
people 
and 
champion 
American 
against King George and all his works. 
Whether or not the mob was instigated by 
King George the dispatches did not relate, 
but if May or Thompson does not think it 
was he has ceased to think professionally . 
Two or three mobs have made demon­ 
strations in Chicago, another in Cleveland, 
and several in New York, and mobs are 
usually communistic when they are out of 
•work in great cities. 
What they do not 
know is that their troubles are rooted in 
their life in the great cities— but not one 
in a hundred of them is not filled with 
conte?npt for the man in the country and 
his “ standard of living.” 
These com­ 
munists want to live where they can see 
the sky scrapers that obscure the heav'ens 
and the stars, where the facilities for en­ 
vy ing the rich and fortunate are limited. 
■■ Unemploy ment and poverty are rife in 
the country too, but the country people 
do not form mobs. 
They are scattered. 
It is much more difficult to hate one’s 
neighbors who live at distances of half a 
mile or even on adjoining lots of a village 
than to hate the man who is jostling on 
one’s toes in a crowded subway car. 
Besides, the people in the country are 
seldom hungry — and it is that pinch that 
arouses quickly to the fighting point. The 
poorest people in the country usually 
have something in the kitchen for the 
tramp from the city. 
In the city 
the 
difference 
between 
“ prosperity ” and pauperism is for the 
millions a difference of a dollar or two 
a week. 
In the country the difference is 
scarcely reckoned in dollars, as long as 
turnips are available, the hens are lay ing, 
sweet potatoes are not quite all gone, and 
the old cow does not “ go dry .” 
The “ red” mobs %vili cease to be when 
the workers scatter from the cities over 
a broad and a bountiful land to eat of its 
fruits. 
It will be hard on the city real 
estate owners.

The record made by American railroads 
in improving service is a fine testimonial 
to the efficient and progressive spirit of 
their managements.

SH O C K IN G A CC ID EN T ROLL 


From W ashington Post. 
In a letter indorsing a campaign for the 
prevention of industrial accidents that 
will be started by the merchants Assoc­ 
iation of New York on March 1, Governor 
Roosevelt reviews the accident record of 
the state for the y ear 19 29 . 
‘*The figures 
show," he 
say s, 
“ that 
in the twelve 
months just ended the number of report­ 
ed industrial injuries and deaths reached 
a total eclipsing all previous figures." 
During the y ear there were 523,000 acci­ 
dents, resulting in 2,09 3 deaths. 
This 
was almost 200,000 more accidents and 
400 more deaths than in 19 24. 
New York is not unique with respect 
to the growing total of industrial acci­ 
dents and fatalities. 
Every where prog­ 
ress is being made toward reducing in­ 
dustrial waste, but little progress is made 
toward reducing the waste of human life. 
It is not only the individual injured, but 
his family that suffers as a result of in­ 
dustrial accidents. 
During the y ear, in 
the new York City district alone, 1,300 
workmen lost their lives and 12,250 were 
permanently crippled or injured. 
In the 
y ear 19 28 , 1,240 children in the state 
were orphaned and 7 40 women were wid­ 
owed through industrial accidents. 
The 
cost of the accidents in 19 29 is put at up­ 
ward of $9 0,000,000, made up of the cost 
of compensation awards, medical expen­ 
ses and loss of wages. 
How can this shocking waste be pre­ 
vented? 
Safety campaign, similar to the 
one that will be started by the Merchants 
Association next month, must play the 
dominant part. 
Safety appliances of vari­ 
ous sorts have been generally adopted in 
industry . 
In most states and in many 
cities the use of adequate guards, etc., is 
made compulsory . 
In the final analy sis 
it is the individual who must be taught to 
protect himself and those who labor with 
him. 
Carelessness is chiefly responsible 
for accidents, and the only antidote to 
carelessness is education.

Your Income Tax 


No. 23 
Taxpayers who make casu al sales 
of personal property for a price ex­ 
ceeding $1,000, or sell real property, 
on the deferred-payment plan, may 
u se the installment method when 
compu ting the tax on the profits 
derived from su ch sales 
if 
the 
initial payments made du ring the 
year do not exceed 40 per cent of 
the selling price. 
Persons 
who elect to u se this 
method pay each year only the tax 
on the proportion of the install­ 
ment payments received du ring the 
year w'hich represents a profit, in­ 
stead of paying the tax on the total 
profit to be realized. 
To illu strate, 
a taxpayer sells a piece of real 
estate in 19 29 for $9 ,000 which cost 
him 
$6,000, 
and 
the 
pu rchaser 
agrees to pay $3,000 each year. 
In 
this case the tax on the profit of 
$3,000 cou ld spread over the three 
years; that is, one-third of each in­ 
stallment 
payment 
of 
$3,000, 
or 
$1,000 wou ld be taxable the year 
received.

F. D. Muscha ney, 19 29 —9 2.5. 
Forest Milburn, 19 29 —78.5. 
H. J . Fra nken, 19 29 —76.5. 
Mr. Mittleha user is 
using 
two- 
yea r-old seed, but the germina tion 
test is higher tha n some of the 19 29 
seed tested. 
As 19 29 wa s such a poor corn 
yea r fa rmers a re urged to send sa m­ 
ples of their seed for germina tion 
tests while there is yet time. It 
would be most unprofita ble to pla nt 
corn tha t tested a s poor a s the two 
la st ones mentioned in the ta bula ­ 
tion, a s only a three-fourths sta nd 
would be secured. 
It wa s fortuna te tha t these two 
fa rmers sent their corn for test, a s 
they ha ve time to secure good seed 
for pla nting. Mr. Bra sfield sa id to 
look a t the sa mples one would think 
tha t a ll sa mples 
were of 
equa l 
va lue. It ta kes a test to prove the 
desira bility of one over 4he other. 


Forty-five mecha nica l venders of 
ca ndy ba rs will be pla ced in a 
number of buildings a nd office in 
Seda lia wdthin the next ten da ys, 
a ccording to Miss Ma rie Busch, a 
tea cher employed by the Missouri 
Commission for the Blind, a nd O. E. 
J ones, sta te pla cement a gent em­ 
ployed by the sa me commission. 
Mr. J ones ha s been in Seda lia 
working on the project since Feb­ 
rua ry 5, a nd Miss Busch ha s been 
here since Februa ry 17. The ma ­ 
chines will be serviced a nd the 
profits ta ken by Tom Wa sson, who 
lost his sight a littl6 more tha n a 
three yea rs a go. 
Mr. Wa sson lived in Missouri un­ 
til six yea rs a go, when he moved 
to Ka nsa s. There he lost his sight, 
a nd moved ba ck to Seda lia a bout 
three yea rs a go. To be eligible for 
the sta te pension for the blind one 
must reside in the sta te continuous­ 
ly for 10 yea rs.

Mr. J ones sa id la st night tha t he 
ha d been very well plea sed with 
the reception the pla n ha d been 
given in Seda lia .

President Hoov er has warned congress 
to refrain from reckless spending. 
At a 
White House gathering which one of the 
guests later characterized as “ a tightwad 
breakfast,” he told senate and house lead­ 
ers that gov ernment expenses must be 
held within $5 0,000,000 of the budget es­ 
timates for the next fiscal year. 
He was 
backed up by Secretary of the Treasury 
Mellon who said: 
“ Ev ery dollar we ex­ 
ceed our limits means another dollar in 
■'taxation in the fall.” 
W hat is “ tightwad” about that sort of 
■ proposition? 
The budget is liberal. 
All 
congress is asked to do is to refrain from 
extraordinary appropriations. That warn­ 
ing simply means that those on Capitol 
Hill are asked to separate the indispensa­ 
ble items from those which may be defer­ 
red for a time without damage either to 
the project itself or the country as a 
■ whole. 
It means that some of the desir­ 
able, but not immediately imperativ e, im­ 
prov ements should be delayed for the 
time being. 
It means that “ gov ernmental 
finance will be all right if we stick to the 
original budget estimates” and that if 
congress does not, if it insists upon pas­ 
sing pending bills “ appropriating $1,600,- 
000,000 outside budgetary estimates” a 
40 per cent increase in the federal tax 
rate may be necessary next fall. 
Instead of being a “ tightwad” break­ 
fast it would seem to hav e been that v ery 
uncommon thing, a common-sense break­ 
fast in v iew of the 19 29 stock slump, the 
cut in income

granted as a 
Christmas present, and

THE COVENANT’S RUGGED FRONT 
At the present meeting in Genev a of 
the council of the League of Nations, the 
foreign ministers of Great Britain and 
France, and the representativ e of Ger­ 
many as well, explicitly adv ocate the ap­ 
pointment of a committee to consider the 
proposal— broached last September in the 
lerague assembly by Arthur Henderson 
that certain articles of the league cov en­ 
ant which contemplate resort to war be 
subjected to rev ision, the Chicago News 
asserts. 
Changes in those articles are 
necessitated, or, at least made proper and 
logical, by the Briand-Kellogg war renun- 
ciatio n pact.

therefo re it is inco nsistent fo r the sig na­ 
to ries o f that treaty, as members o f the 
leag ue, to adhere to articles which pro­ 
v ide fo r resort to physical fo rce in cer- 
tciin circumstances and pledg es all mem- 
l>ers to co me to the aid, eco no m ically and 
militarily, o f any natio n which, in the 
leag u e’s judg m ent, is eng ag ed in resisting 
criminal ag g ressio n. 
This inconsistency 
is reco g nized frankly by Euro pe’s leading 
statesm en, and o f course its co ntinued 
existence is bound to eng ender co ntro ­ 
v ersy and misunderstanding - 
Hence the 
sig nificant mo v ement to smo o th the co \- 
enant’s rug g ed front. 
Moreov er, in the 10 years that iia \e 
elapsed since the sig ning o f the co \en an t 
it has been demo nstrated to the satisfac­ 
tion o f mo st intellig ent o bserv ers that its 
articles which co ntem plate resort to 
ar 
as a metho d o f co m pelling peace hav e 
beco m e o bso lete— are ‘Mead 
wo o d, 
in 
Ramsay M acD o nald’s plain words. 
There 
is no co nceiv able adv antag e in uttering 
threats ag ainst po tential breakers o f their 
so lemn pledg es if the co v enant and the 
antiw ar pact are actually reg arded as sin­ 
cere and co m pelling instruments desig ned 
to control policy. 
There are tho se— especially in France 
-who liold that if the co v enant is to be 
MWiw d in the spirit o f the Briand-Kello g g 
^ ih i latter needs V> be “ implemented*’ 
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by prov isions for co nference 
and joint 
action in the ev ent 
o f 
v iolation o f the 
anti-war pledg e. 
The United States au­ 
thorities are reported to be willing to dis­ 
cuss this proposition, tho ug h not willing to 
take the initiativ e in pushing it. 
The committee to be created by the 
council o f the Leag ue of Natio ns to study 
the question o f amending the co v enant 
do ubtless will g iv e careful attention to 
the French proposal.

RELIGION DRAWS MILLIONS 
The strength of religious sentiment in 
the United States is beto kened by the to­ 
tal o f nearly a billion dollars contributed 
as special g ifts to religious purposes in 
19 29 . 
The exact fig ure as reported by 
the J ohn Price J o nes corporation is $9 9 6 ,- 
300,000. 
The sig nificance o f this is more 
easily realized by a comparison with the 
next larg est item in philanthropic giv ing, 
$46 7,5 00,000 for education. 
The Ameri­ 
can zeal for educatio n is so perv erse as 
to be co mmo nly reg arded as a national 
trait, the San Francisco Chronicle co m­ 
ments. 
Yet interest in religion inspired 
g ifts more than twice as g reat as the sum 
giv en to education. 
Gifts to o rg anized charitable relief to ­ 
taled so m ewhat more than one-fourth the 
amount g iv en to religion and were slig ht­ 
ly less than the 
contributions 
listed as 
“ personal charity.’’ 
The two items ag g re­ 
g ated more than 5 5 8 million dollars. Ho w 
much o f this was due to relig io us influ­ 
ence do es not appear, but it undo ubtedly 
w as a larg e proportion. 
Directly or indirectly religion operated 
po werfully on purse strings. 
It obv io usly 
remains a 
much 
stro ng er influence 
in 
American life 
than 
mig ht 
be inferred 
from certain critics 
o f 
the 
o rg anized 
churches or from the observ ation o f cir­ 
cles indifferent to the subject. 
It is true, ho wev er, that at one time, 
nearly 
all 
philanthro pic 
contributions 
were made thro ug h 
relig io us 
channels. 
The decrease in this ratio does not neces­ 
sarily mean a m o v em ent aw ay from re­ 
ligion, but rather the dev elo pment o f a 
purely civ ic base o f philanthro py. Civ ic 
and relig io us g iv ing has reached a mark 
nev er attained befo re. 
Am erica’s total 
fo r 9 29 is estim ated at $2,45 0,720,000, an 
increase o f 120 million dollars ov er 19 28 
estimates. 
These ag g reg ates indicate that America 
is a rich nation and a g enero us one.

SNOW IN ALASKA 
The fact that it is sno wing in Alaska 
wo uld scarcely be reg arded as startling 
news by the av erag e citizen here; but to 
J uneau, capital city o f that interesting 
territory, three days o f continuous sno w­ 
fall is a big surprise. 
The citizens raid 
hardware stores to buy that J uneau o ddi­ 
ty, a snow shov el, and children ag ed fiv e 
shiv er in their first taste o f zero weather, 
the St. Louis Po st-Dispatch asserts. 
This is so at v ariance with the popu­ 
lar co nceptio n o f Alaska that the news re­ 
port sounds as if written by a Florida 
press ag ent who g o t his date lines mixed. 
On lo o king ino the matter, ho wev er, we 
find that J uneau’s asto nishment is quite 
plausible. 
It is the region up the co ast 
and across the mountains from the capital 
that g iv es Alaska a bad name. 
In that 
interior, blizzard rag e most o f the win­ 
ter and the mercury o ccasio nally falls to 
75 and 8 0 belo w zero. 
But J uneau, which 
is in the 
South 
Alaskan 
“ panhandle,” 
flanking British Columbia, has the Pacific 
current, 
which 
produces pleasant sum­ 
mers and winters o f a sort that wo uld 
make St. Louis riv al Palm Beach. In all 
these 33 years the city has had only 53 
days o f zero weather. 
J uneau, after dig g ing out from its pres­ 
ent pheno menal sno wfall, should quit hid­ 
ing its fine 
weather 
under a bushel. 
Alaskan climate is badly in need o f de­ 
bunking, and J uneau o ug ht to hire a pub­ 
lic relatio ns counsel who will attend to 
that matter. 
Perhaps our cold weather 
mig rants will soon be spending their win­ 
ters in Alaska, and sav ing some o f the 
mo ney their wo menfo lk now spend on 
Alaskan seal coats.

Agriculture 
Department 
To Experiment on 
Farm Loam 


A lease for fiv e y ears with an 
option for an additional fiv e y ears 
hav e been secu red by the Field Soils 
and Crops department of the Uni­ 
v ersity of Missou ri u pon the farm 
of A. 
H. Morris, two miles west 
and two miles sou th of Green Ridge. 
The tract of 120 acres of Oswego 
loam will be u sed as an ex peri­ 
mental form by the Univ ersity . The 
form was selected as the most su it­ 
able of the three farms u nder con­ 
sideration for the ex periment. The 
other two were owned 
by 
Miss 
Frankie Ray bou rn and J. R. Mc- 
Cambell. 
The first requ irement was that 
the farm be of the red Oswego 
loan ty pe, for it is proposed to 
condu ct a series 
of 
ex periments

v ersity and will be spread to all 
parts of the state where this soil 
ty pe Is fou nd. 
Cly de Farley , who has been in 
the employ of the College of Agri­ 
cu ltu re for some y ears has mov ed 
to the farm and will ov er all pro­ 
du ction work. 
Mrs. Farley is on 
the farm with 
him. 
They 
hav e 
mov ed from Neosha, Mo. 
It is not the intention of the 
College to make a model farm of 
this tract. 
It is 
for pu rely 
ex ­ 
perimental pu rposes, that the Oswe­ 
go ty pe may be stu died. 
Improv ed 
methods of farming will be nsed, 
and a complete record kept. 
Besides finding methods of fer­ 
tilizing that are profitable, it will 
also be an object to find the plants 
and v arities of plants that grow 
best in this section. 
The v alu e of 
lime and fertilizer will also be an 
object of stu dy . 
Enou gh liv e stock w'ill be kept to 
u se the crops raised. 
There are 
two teams of horses on the farm 
now, and there is place for sev eral 
cows, a few hogs, and some chick­ 
ens. 
The farm is an av erage one 
in regards to fertility of soil, pre­ 
v iou s treatment, and improv ements.

Sweet clo v er will no do ubt past­ 
ure mo re liv e sto ck per acre than 
any o f o ur pasture cro ps, and, be­ 
ing a leg ume It Is therefo re a bet­ 
ter pasture. 
Unlke o ther co mmo n 
leg umes It can be pastured with 
co mparativ e safety by cattle and

As a g reen manure cro p 
Bweet clo v er has no superio r, and 
under

In all o ther uses o f the 
cro p it is do ubtful whether sweet 
clo v er has any adv antag es no t held 
by so me o ther leg umes.

Ozarks. It g ro ws o n the ro cky cliffs 
v alo ng the streams, o n blo wy sand 
and in clay banks. 
So me places, o f 
ctmrse, it g ro ws better than o thers, 
but the o ne requirement that is ab- 
Bo lute with sweet clo v er is that o f 
lime. 
Sweet clo v er will no t g ro w 
o n so ur so li. It is a co mmo n ex per­ 
ience while driv ing alo ng to see 
sweet clo v er g ro wing lux uriantly o n 
the side o f the ro ad while no ne is 
g ro wing in the meado ws o r pastures 
o v er the 
fence. 
When chemical 
tests are made it is fo und that the 
so il in the field is so ur while that 
o n the ro adside is sweet. 
That sw’^eet clo v er can be g ro wn 
successfully o n many so ils unfit fo r 
pro fitable cro ps o f alfalfa o r red 
clo v er has been demo nstrated. Yet 
it must be remembered that the 
mo st successful cro ps are g ro wn 
o n land plentifully supplied with 
pho sphate and ^humus as well as an 
abundance o f lime. The better so ils 
are the best fo r sweet clo v er the 
same as fo r co rn, wheat, alfalfa o r

Sweet clover is one of the first 
crops to start in the spring and is 
not dried up by the hot, dry period 
in the summer. 
By having a spring 
sown crop to turn on the latter 
part of the summer the pasture will 
last until the frosts kill it in the 
fall. 
Thus by proper management, 
it is possible to have continuous 
sweet 
clover pasture 
from 
early 
spring‘to late fall. 
For the dairy ­ 
man, sweet clover cuts down on the 
feed bill, both spring and fall. 
Cases where 
cattle 
and sheep 
have bloated on sweet clover are 
reported, but these are rare and 
■with ordinary precaution will not 
be a serious factor. 
Many farmers 
try to have some dry feed, like a 
straw pile or a stack of hay, avail­ 
able all the time, with the idea that 
it will lessen the likelihood of loss­ 
es and bloating. 
The amount of livestock that can 
be pastured per acre depends upon 
the stand, the kind of soil it is 
growing on and the time of the 
y ear. 
A thick stand will pasture 
more than a thin one. 
On a fertile 
soil the crop will grow faster, and, 
therefore, 
pasture 
more 
livestock 
than it will on a poor one. 
Sweet 
clover will 
carry 
more 
livestock 
when the ■w^eather is w^arm and the 
growth more rapid, than it 
will 
early in the spring. 
It is perhaps 
safe to say, with the possible ex­ 
ception of 
alfalfa, that sweet clo­ 
ver, on land where it will grow, will 
carry twice as much livestock as 
any other pasture on the same land 
and under the same conditions. 
By using of biennial forms of 
sweet clover a permanent pasture 
can be had by seeding twice. That 
is, sow one spring and then again 
the following spring sow' more seed 
in the stand already there. 
By this 
method there is on the land all the 
time some second y ear and some 
first 
y ear 
grow'th. 
The 
second 
y ear 
growth, 
will, 
under 
normal 
pasturing, make enough seed to re­ 
seed Itself. 
If livestock is turned on sweet 
clover ill the spring when it first 
starts no difficulty will usually be 
experienced in getting them to eat 
it. 
If, however, they are turned 
on after it has a good growth and 
after they have been running on 
blue grass it may take some time 
for them to learn to like it. When 
they acquire a taste for it they w'ill 
eat it even after it gets consider­ 
able growth. 
Sweet clover 
is 
perhaps our 
very best green manure croj» . 
It is 


is loo rank and woody for hay. 
If 
it could be cut w'hen 18 to 4 Inch­ 
es high the second y ear it would no 
doubt make good hay, but at that 
time of y ear the w'eather is such 
in Missouri that a snappy hay like 
sw^eet clover can rarely be cured 
successfully. 
In cutting the stubble crop the 
first fall the above precaution is 
not necessary . 
Care must be used not to feed 
the molded swreet clover hay to cat­ 
tle since cases of poisoning have 
been reported if certain molds are 
present. 
They seem to be present 
only on hay from the second y ear 
crops. 
Sweet clover can be handled in 
rotation 
much 
the 
same 
as 
red 
clover. 
Since sw'eet clover has its 
greatest possibilities as a pasture 
crop it wull fit in the rotation on 
those farms where considerable live 
stock is handled. 
It can be used 
with corn, oats, w'heat and sw’eet 
clover where the rotation is either 
three or four y ears, depending upon 
whether the second y ear of sweet 
clover is allowed to grow' the whole 
season or is plowed under in the 
spring and the land put to corn.

When the soil is very sour it 
should be limed a y ear ahead of 
alfalfa seeding. 
If it is not possible 
to do this fair results may be im­ 
mediately 
obtained 
by

somewhat more lime than the test 
calls 
for, provided the lime is of 
good 
quality. 
Liming 
should be 
done a y ear ahead of clover seeding 
if the soil is sour and the ground 
flat and cold. 
This practice i.s es­ 
pecially good as it W'ill make pos­ 
sible 
the hauling and placing of 
the lime in slack times. 
So far the extensive use of sw'eet 
clover as a green manure has been 
confined 
to

receiving stand beside the ancient 
Christ church, w'here the first presi­ 
dent w'orshipped. They obviously en­ 
joyed the 
traditional military pa­ 
rade honoring the 19 8th birthday 
anniversary of America’s revolution­ 
ary patriot. 
Later, the 
President 
and Mrs. 
Hoover slipped aw'ay unexpectedly 
on a long pilgrimage to the tomb 
ot Washington at Mt. Vernon be­ 
fore returning to the White House 
There they 
humbly 
bow'ed 
their 
heads for a moment in contempla 
Lion. 
Three times previously presidents 
of the United States—Taft, Wilson 
anti Coolidge—had come here to do 
iionor to Washington on the anni 
versary of his birth. In 179 9 Genera 
Washington 
himself 
review'ed 
i 
military parade here in his honor. 
And today, in a setting of cpringlike 
weather, 
the 
thirty -first president 
of the United States review’ed the 
most elaborate ceremony of all in 
honor of the first president. 
Heading the parade w’as the fa­ 
mous light infantry blues battalion, 
which w'as formed before the civil 
w’ar. Behind them marched details 
from the army, the navy, the ma­ 
rine corps, the American Legion, 
the Veterans of Foreign Wars and 
other military 
organizaUons 
from 
Virginia, the District of Columbia 
and^ Maryland. 
More than 15 bands participated, 
dozens of color standards were car­ 
ried past the review'ing stand and 
as one unit followed another rose 
bowed, and smiled often. 
As the parade ended. Governor 
Pollard spoke briefly to a national 
radio audience, asserting that his 
words were addressed "not to the 
soldiers of w'ar but to those of 
peace." 
“My fellow citizens," he said, "1 
pray that the time may never come 
again when you will be called to 
help your country in time of war, 
but you can w'ork for your country ’s 
good in time of peace; and this 
means an intelligent interest in pub­ 
lic affairs and active participation 
in the support of men and measures 
W'hich will most effectually estab­ 
lish justice and insure progress.” 
Miss Eleanor Washington How­ 
ard. great grand-niece of General 
Washington and last child of the 
Washington family born at Mount 
\'ernon, placed a w'reath on the 
tomb of the unknown soldier of the 
American revolution. 
With Arthur

master of the

State 
Masons, presiding, the Masons paid 
tribute to the memory of former 
members of the lodge buried In the 
old churchy ard. Milton L. Myers, 
grand master of the State of Ore­ 
gon, standing amidst the weather­ 
worn tombs from which many of 
the names had 
been 
effaced by 
time, placed a wreath in honor of 
ali those buried there.

Valley Creamery Institute, is be­ 
cause they hav e fo und thro ug h ex ­ 
perience that balanced ratio ns, fed 
to each co w in pro po rtio n to her 
pro ductio n, make po ssible the g reat­ 
est pro fit per co w abo v e the co st o f 
the feed. Only when g ro und g rains 
and ro ug hag es are fed in co rrect 
pro po rtio ns to make balanced ra­ 
tio ns is it po ssible fo r the dairy 
co w to do her wo rk mo st efficiently , 
and thereby return the g reatest 
pro fit o n the feeds fed to her. An 
ex cellent ex ample o f the v alue o f 
balanced ratio ns was sho wn as the 
result o f feeding trials at the Illi­ 
no is statio n. In this ex periment two 
g ro ups, each co ntaining 1 0 co ws o f 
equal pro ductiv e ability were used. 
The ten co ws receiv ing a balanced 
ratio n maintained their bo dy weig ht 
and pro duced nearly fo ur cans o f 
milk to ev ery three cans pro duced 
by the seco nd g ro up o f ten co ws re­ 
ceiv ing an unbalanced ratio n. The 
co ws o n the unbalanced ratio n no t 
o nly pro duced less milk but they 
also lo st weig ht. Numero us o ther 
similar feeding trials leav e little 
do ubt but that pro ductio n per co w 
can be easily increased fro m 1 0 to 
2 5 per cent o r mo re thro ug h better 
feeding , with a resultant increase 
in pro fit. 
Leg ume hay , especially alfalfa, is 
quite g enerally co nceded to be the 
fo undatio n upo n which the mo st 
pro fitable balanced ratio ns can be 
rao Bt easily prepared o ut o f the 
cro ps successfully g ro wn in the Mis­ 
sissippi Valley . This is true because 
leg ume hay s pro v ide heav y ’ y ields 


o f palatable ro ug hag e hig h in pro ­ 
tein co ntent. The reaso n why thi 
daily ratio n fed to mo st dairy co ws 
is unbalanced is because it co ntain* 
to o small a pro po rtio n o f pro tein. 
Ho me-g ro wn leg umes pro v ide thi* 
needed pro tein at a co st much lo wer 
than it can be purchased o r pro ­ 
duced in o ther feeds co mmo nly 
g ro wn o n farms. 
When a co w is in milk she re­ 
quires a larg e amo unt o f pro tdn. 
She needs it to make the ‘x o ttag e 
cheese" material o f the milk. Mo st 
farm-g ro wn feeds, like co rn, o ats, 
barley , and timo thy hay , co ntain 
v ery little o f this impdHant ing re­ 
dient o f milk. It is fo und, ho wev er, 
in all leg ume hay s like alfalfa, so y 
bean, sweet clo v er and co wpca hay , 
also in the seed o f so y bean*. When 
^ ese hig h-pro tein feed* are g ro wn 
in abundance o n the farm they take 
the place o f such feeds as ling e<*di 
o il meal, co tto nseed meal, g luten, 
feeds, wheat bran, etc., in the ra­ 
tio n. 
Gro wing an acre o f aJfalfe- fo r 
ev ery dairy co w o n the iaim i* a 
sure way o f securing pro tein at lo w 
co st ana ex cellent assurance o f bet­ 
ter balanced ratio ns. 'V^en co ws 
are fed all the g o o d, brig ht, clean 
alfalfa hay they will co nsume, and 
when g rain is fed to each co w ac­ 
co rding to her pro ductio n, the farm­ 
er who milks co ws will so o n ffiad 
by checking up o n his reco rds that 
he is making mo re mo ney and re­ 
ceiv ing an ex cellent price fo r all 
the feed marketed thro ug h hi* herd. 
If co m silag e is also to be had so 
much the better, but it must be re­ 
membered that no ro ug hag e unless 
it is leg ume ro ug hag e will take the 
place o f alfalfa.

THE USE OF FERTILIZER ON CORN 
(B y M. F. Miller, Cha irma n Dep ta rtment o f So ils)

At this time of year the Missouri 
Ex periment 
Station 
Is 
receiving 
many 
inquiries 
from 
farmers 
re­ 
garding 
the 
m atter 
of 
fertilizing 
corn. 
Most Missouri farmers who 
grow wheat are accustomed to the 
use of fertilizer on this crop and 
are rather familiar with the kinds 
and amounts to apply, in the case 
of corn, however, the use of fertil­ 
izer 
is 
much 
less 
common, 
and 
farmers are not familiar with the 
best practices to follow. 
While there are still large areas 
of soil in the State of Missouri 
that are rich enough to grow fine 
crips 
of 
corn 
without 
particular 
soil treatment, there are even larger 
areas on which some soil treatment 
is 
necessary 
if 
satisfactory 
corn 
yields are to be secured. Unfortu- 
« ately, there is no simple way of 
greatly increasing the yield of corn 
on a given farm. There is no single 
>anacea for the Ills of the soil.

While 
the 
use 
of 
fertilizer 
is 
merely one of the practices that 
may 
be 
adopted 
for 
increasing 
corn yields, even this practice is 
by no means a simple one. Soils 
vary considerable in their fertilizer 
needs so that the farmer is often at 
a loss to know what fertilizer to 
apply. 
Moreover, 
fertilizers 
are 
usually 
bought 
through 
a 
local 
dealer who may not have the kind 
of fertilizer 
the 
farmer 
wants. 
Then there is the question of how 
to apply the fertilizer, whether in 
the 
row 
or 
broadcast. 
However, 
all of the difficullies may be solved 
and the farmer may learn the best 
practices and about what to ex pect 
from fertilizer applications. 
It should be repeated that the 
use of fertilizer is but one of the 
means 
of increasing 
corn yields. 
Its use cannot be depended upon to 
take the place 
of 
other 
good 
practices in corn production. For 
Instance, 
the 
man 
who 
fails 
to 
grow clover or other soil building 
legumes 
cannot 
ex pect 
max imum 
corn 
yields, 
regardless 
of 
the 
amount of fertilizer applied. 
One 
of the first essentials in maintain­ 
ing corn yields is to grow these 
soil 
building 
crops 
on 
the 
land 
every three or four years. Again 
the man who wastes farm manure 
and ex pects to replace it with fert­ 
ilizer is not iikely to meet with 
permanent succès. 
As a matter of 
face, the use of fertilizer on corn 
should 
usually 
be 
in 
connection 
with 
the 
best posible 
system of 
« Topping, legume growing, seed bed 
preparation 
and manure saving. 
One reason wliy Missouri farmers 
have not used fertilizer to a greater 
ex tent with corn is because of the 
influence 
of 
frequent 
summer 
drouglits. 
If the season 
is very 
dry 
during 
July 
and 
August 
no 
amount of fertilizer will offset this 
need for water. 
It is true that on 
such 
seasons, 
even 
where 
yields 
are 
not 
materially 
iiureased 
by 
fertilizer, maturity is hastened and 
the corn made somewhat more firm, 
which may in itself be worth while. 
But the farm er is looking for an 
Increased yield, and if this does not 
come he is discouraged. 
Many farmers think that fertilizer 
burns the corn on dry seasons, but 
this is not really the case. The 
fact is that fertilized corn starts 
quickly in the spring, and makes 
such a large leaf growth that the 
plants cannot secure enough mois­ 
ture to maintain this rank develop­ 
ment w'hen the drought comes in 
July. 
As a result, such corn may 
often “fire” more than unfertilized 
corn. 
However, when the season 
is one of well distributed rainfall 
during the summer, or where one 
is fertilizing a soil which readily 
retains ivater, the proper fertiliza­ 
tion of corn may be very profit­ 
able. 
There are three ways of fertiliz­ 
ing corn w'hich may be recommend­ 
ed in Missouri, each for its particu­ 
lar place. 
The first of these is for 
the livestock farmer or dairy farm­ 
er who feeds around the barns and 
accumulates 
large 
quantities 
of 
farm manure. It is well knowTi that 
such farm manure is somewhat de­ 
ficient in the element phosphorus. 
Investigations by the Missouri Ex ­ 
periment Stations have also shown 
that the average Missouri soil is 
strikingly deficient in phosphorus. 
As a consequence, one of the very 
best ways of fertilizing the corn 
crop is to plow* under farm manure 
which has been mix cM with about 25 
or 30 pounds of the ordinary 20 
per cent super-pho.-phat* 
to each 
ton. 
A good plan is to scatter this 
phosphate on the manure 
in the 
spieader before it go» s to the field. 
This phosphate tends to remforce 
the d« fici* nt supply in tOe manure, 
with a very markeii inci>".‘se in the 
yield of corn follow ir.t . 
*ri *

mix this with the phosphate and 
scatter it on the thinnest parts of 
the corn 
land, 
using 
phosphate 
alone, or possibly a mix ed fertilizer 
on the remainder of the field. 
The second jilan of using fertiliz­ 
er is that of applying 200 pounds of 
120 per cent super-phosphate using 
,a fertilizer grain drill just before 
Mhe corn is planted. Ex periments 
: indicate 
that 
this 
plan 
is 
best 
followed on 
rather good land or 
even on land of moderate fertility, 
; where red clover, sweet clover, or 
I alfalfa sod, is being plowed under. 
¡Lands of this character are likely to 
retain water better than thin lands 
.and since they are pretty well sup­ 
plied with nitrogen and potash, the 
i phosphate need is the principal one. 
*As a result, such applications of 
acid 
phosphate, or its 
equivalent 
in bone meal may be ex pected to 
bring good corn yields on all but 
• the very driest seasons. 
; 
The third plan of using fertilizer 
is that of applying it in the hill 
I or 
drill with a 
fertilizer attach- 
jment on the corn planter. Recent 
ex periments have indicated that ihe 
highest yields may be secured by 
applying this fertilizer in the hill 
rather than in the drill, provided 
jthe planter is one w'hich does not 
imix the fertilizer directly w’ith the 
seed. 
This direct mix ing often re­ 
sults in marked injury to the germ­ 
ination of the corn. 
Where the 
proper fertilizer at- 
jtachment can be secured, however, 
•the hill fertilization is to be pre­ 
ferred to that of scattering along 
the row. 
It costs less, both from 
the standpoint of fertilizer cost and 
cost of applying. 
It gives the corn 
a thrifty start, assists in combat­ 
ing the attacks of insects and di­ 
seases, makes the first cultivation 
easier, and because of its simplicity 
and lower cost, it is a method com­ 
monly preferred by farmers. 
In fertilizing corn or any other 
crop fertilizer must be considered 
as merely one of the essentials to 
high yields. Applied in connection 
iwith a crop rotation, including leg­ 
umes and along with the use of 
• farm manure or green manure, fer­ 
tilizer will never hurt the soil, but 
,willi give marked benefit. 
In the 
case of corn, while high average 
¡yields can only be secured wiien all 
I of these essentials to max imum pro- 
iduction are included in one’s prac- 
I tices, 
and 
while 
occasional 
dry 
¡seasons may always interfere some- 
jWhat with the return to 
be ex - 
. pected 
from 
fertilizer, 
there 
are 
I enough good years to 
make 
the 
¡practice very profitable on the aver- 
jage Missouri soil when used in the 
proper manner.

LEGUME PASTURES 
NEEDED FOR HOGS 


Clean Ground For Sanitation And Best Kind of 
Forage Prov ided With Clov ers. 


(By J. S. Burch) 
It is generally accepted by the 
more progressive hog men that a 
system of swine sanitation is nec­ 
essary 
for 
continued 
success 
in 
raising hogs. To carry out the steps 
in the sanitation plan, how'ever, it 
is necesary to have clean pastures. 
It is quite plain that within a very 
short time a man raising any con­ 
siderable number of hogs will have 
his entire farm infested with form 
eggs if he just undertakes to move 
his pigs from one place to another 
over the farm. 
The practical method of insuring 
clean ground is to plow- the pas­ 
tures on 
which 
hogs 
have 
been 
kept, 
thereby 
turning 
under 
the 
w'orm eggs. 
Then if this ground is 
put into some crop such as corn 
that can be cultivated, any of the 
w*orm eggs that are not completely 
turned under may be killed by the 
action of the fresh soil and the hot 
sun during the summer time when 
the corn is cultivated. 
After this 
ground has been in corn for tw*o 
years, it can be seeded down and 
then furnish the clean pasture that 
is desired in the sanitation plan. 
In order to be sure that there 
will be some clean ground for each 
crop 
of 
pigs, 
every 
hog 
farmer 
should plan a definite system of 
crop rotation. 
He should have four 
fields fenced hog tight. The size 
of these fields will depend on the 
number of hogs that he is planning 
to keep. 
They may be five, ten, or 
tw*enty acres, according to the size 
of his 
pig crop. The rotation that 
would be the most practical would 
be one including two years of corn 
then back to w*heat or oats with 
clover seeded, and then to a sec­ 
ond crop of clover. This would give 
a rotation for a single field that 
has been used for hogs and become 
infested with worms, the first year 
to be broken and put in corn; the 
second year to be put in corn again 
where the land is fairly strong; the 
third year to be put in w'heat or 
oats 
with 
clover 
seeded 
in 
the 
spring; the fourth year to be in 
clover; then the fifth year to be 
broken and put into corn again. 
After the field has been in corn 
for two years and then put down to 
wheat with clover seeded in it, the 
fall pigs could be farrowed right 
out 
on this stubble 
clover crop. 
The ground w'oiild be clean and the 
pigs could be farrowed in tempor­ 
ary shelters or movable hog houses. 
The following year this same field 
could be used for the spring crop. 
One crop of pigs on it w'ould not 
infest it enough to cause any dam­ 
age. 
The spring pigs could even 
be farrow'ed out on this clover or 
moved out on the clover field soon 


after 
farrowing. 
They 
could 
be 
kept out on the clover and fed 
right out there, getting 
all 
the 
manure on this clover field. Then 
after two crops of pigs have been 
handled on this field, it w'ould be 
ready to be plow'ed and put back 
to corn. 
Some additional fencing will be 
required to make it possible to have 
these fields available. Where a man 
is not certain that he can get a 
crop of clover, he certainly should 
use lime or phosphorous or both to 
insure a clover crop, as he can’t 
afford to miss having clean ground 
for his pig crop. 
The Ex periment 
Station and farmers over the state 
of Missouri have found that pigs 
raised on clean ground will put on 
a hundred 
pounds 
gain 
for one 
bushels less corn than pigs raised 
on old ground. 
This w'ould mean 
a saving at present of around $ 2.00 
a head by having the pigs on clean 
ground. 
For the man that raises 
around tw’o loads of pigs per year, 
this would mean a saving of $ 320. 
per year on the gains, to say noth­ 
ing of the larger number of pigs 
that would be saved and marketed 
from each uijv. 
If a man plans to 
raise a load of pigs twice a year, 
it w'ould be necessary for him to 
keep 12 sows if he used the sani­ 
tation plan. 
Without the sanitation 
plan it would be necessary for him 
to keep at least 15 sow’s. The san­ 
itation plan, then, would save the 
upkeep on three sows. At present 
feed prices this would mean a sav­ 
ing of around $ 30,00 per sow or 
$ 90,000 on the three sows. 
This 
saving is carrying cost of brood 
sows of $ 90.00 added to the $ 320.00 
that would be saved on corn due to 
having the 
pigs 
free of 
worms, 
w’ould mean a saving of $ 410.00 
per year. 
This money w'ould go 
a long ways tow*ards buyings lime­ 
stone and phosphorus to be sure 
that there will be a clover crop on 
clean ground for each pig crop. It 
should be borne in mind that the 
above 
saving 
is 
figured 
entirely 
outside of the advantage 
a 
man 
would haye from feeding his pigs 
on good clover, rather than using 
blue grass or dry lots. This saving 
is also figured outside of the in­ 
crease in the corn yield that would 
come from the plowing under of 
the clover crop and the manure 
that 
would 
be 
produced 
by 
the 
hogs that were fed out 
on 
these 
clover fields. 
It should also 
be 
borne in mind that if the limestine 
and phosphorus 
is 
put 
on 
the 
ground to raise the clover, that 
the hogs that graze off his clover 
will not have to be fed some patent 
mineral mix ture to make them do 
as they should.

Siicces.sful poultrymen realize that 
practically all heavy losses in ponl- 
try are preventable, according to 
( liarles N. Kt^en, assistant profes­ 
sor in poultry at the Colorado Agri­ 
cultural college. 
Heavy losse.s and poor production 
in poultry are usually due, Mr. 
Keen says, to some of the following 
factors: 
Failure 
to 
Iiave 
clean 
houses, clean feed, clean water, 
birds free from parasites and fail­ 
ure to remove sick birds from the 
houses. 
The fact that one changes the 
straw regularly does not mean that 
the house is in a good sanitary con­ 
dition. 
Regular cleankig of the 
iiropping hoards must go with it. 
M hen you enter a poultry house 
during cold w’enther and the odor in 
such as to make you halt when you 
open the door, it is evident that 
the air is not sanitary. 
The practice of feeding in open 
hoppers, dishpans and the like, al- 
low’s droppings to get into the mash 
feed. 
This spreads disease and 
causes a great deal of waste. 
Stag­ 
nant water left in the house for 24 
hoiirp. to three or four days at 
a 
time, is not a sanitary condition. 
Birds which are affected with lice 
and mites become weakened and 
subject to disease. 
The following 
system used at the Colorado ex­ 
periment station while birds are 
housed 
during 
the 
winter 
has 
proved very satisfactory, and we 
have very little trouble with dis­ 
ease. 
Dropping 
boards 
are 
cleaned 
three times a week or more and 
sprayed often with a spray consist­ 
ing of 50 per cent crankcase oil 
and 50 per cent distillate or kero­ 
sene with one-half pint creosote 
disinfectant added to five gallons of 
the mixture. 
This spray is used 
from once a week to once a month, 
depending upon the amount needed. 
The dropping boards are oily from 
this spray. 
This helps in cleaning 
them during cold w’eather. 
A good disinfectant mixed wdth 
Water is used for nests and other 
parts of the house several times a 
year. 
For lice the perches are 
painted with nicotine sulphate four 
or five times a year, or more often 
if necessary. 
Whenever colds ap­ 
pear a good disinfectant is used in 
the water, and any birds appearing 
weak or showing a tendency to 
ronp, are removed. All birds which 
become sick are killed. 
It is sur­ 
prising how much the killing of 
a- 
few di.seased birds will save.

STATES PERSONAL 
HEALTH NEGJLECTED 


In the transition from the farm 
of 25 years ago to the farm of to­ 
day, personal health is a most im­ 
portant factor which has been over­ 
looked, in the opinion of County 
Agent E. E. Brasfield. 
In m arketing his dairy products, 
so necessary for best health and 
vigor, the farm er has skimped him­ 
self to sell and is using less butter, 
ess milk, and less 
cream 
at 
his 
own table. 
“One of the best things about 
the 'gold old days’ was the liberal 
use of common every-day foods— 
.^read, butter milk, cheese and vege 
tables. 
When 
grandmother ruled 
the kitchen, melted butter was ad­ 
ded 
to vegetables to make them 
tastey as a m atter of course. 
Curds 
with cream was a popular break- 
ast dish,” he said yesterday. 
“Dairy products were used abund­ 
antly in grandfather’s day, because 
they w’ere cheap. 
They are econom­ 
ical today, too, because they are 
essential to health. 
“Today, Instead of trying to find 
a substitute for these home pro­ 
ducts, a lesson may be learned from 
that generation. 
Their example is 
the best to follow, both from the 
standpoint of health and prosper­ 
ity, not to mention flavor.” 
Mr. Brasfield gave instances ot 
fanners 
selling cream 
and 
using 
condensed milk and selling butter 
and using nut-oil substitutes. 


Clean Gro und Essential 
fo r Turkey Success 
Recent findings have shown that 
the organism which causes black­ 
head in turkeys lives in the soil. 
Consequently if turkeys are raised 
on contaminated soil they can hard­ 
ly escape the disease. 
The dan­ 
ger wyi to a large extent be avert­ 
ed if a three- 3'ear rotation is fol­ 
lowed. 
Experimental findings have shown 
that the cecal worm found In chick­ 
ens is a menace to the turkej'. 
It 
is believed that if the young tur- 
ke5's 
are 
affected 
with 
cecal 
worms the injury they do to the 
lining of the Intestinal walls is suf­ 
ficient to permit the entrance of 
blackhead organisms into the blood 
stream, thus infecting the bird with 
the incurable disease and the one 
most dreaded by turkey breeders. 
The remedy, therefore, "is to keep 
the young turkeys on clean ground 
and entirely separate from chickens. 


Sunlight fo r Po ultry 
Flo ck Quite Essential 
During the winter months the lo­ 
cation and adjustment of windows 
in the laying liouse are very im­ 
portant. 
There should be windows 
in each end of the house so that 
sunlight will strike the entire floor 
.some time during tlie day. 
Along 
the south wall should be a large 
number of windows, and it is prefer­ 
able that these be made of a high 
grade glass substitute which per­ 
mits the entrance of the maximum 
amount of ultra-violet ray. 
Muslin 
curtains and ordinary glass are not 
satisfactory for this purpose. These 
windows should be well fitted and 
should be kept clean as the ultra­ 
violet 
ray 
does 
not 
penetrate 
through dust and dirt. 
Further­ 
more it Is better that they be ar­ 
ranged so that they can be taken 
down during the summer months 
and not subjected to weathering. 


Yellow Corn Best 
Yellow corn is especially valuable 
fcT winter feeding on account of its 
fattening qualities 
and 
vitamine 
content. 
If possible, at least half 
of the grain feed should be j-ellow^ 
corn. 
If white corn, wheat, kafir, 
or other farm grains are fed instead 
of yellow corn, alfalfa should be 
added to the rations to help supply 
vitamines. Alfalfa leaves or alfalfa 
meal will replace the vitamines of 
yellow corn if the latter is not 
available. 
The winter ration must 
contain protein.

Oath of Office as Succes­

SHOUSE ASSAILS 
RECORD MADE BY 
THE PRESIDENT 


Asserts Outcome of Farm 
Relief and Naval Parley 
Are Problematical

dent Hoover’s record of accomplish­ 
ments since he took office was as­ 
sailed Saturday by J ouett Shouse, 
chairrqan of the democratic national 
executive committee, as presenting 
only two phases “ worth mention­ 
ing.” 
The former Kansas congressman 
told party leaders assem bled for the 
26th annual dinner of the Kansas 
Democratic club that “ it is difficult 
to think of any thing worth mention­ 
ing, bey ond passage of the farm re­ 
lief act, the merit of which remains 
to be demonstrated, and participa­ 
tion in the naval conference, the 
outcome of which is still problem­ 
atical. 
“ The balance of the record, apart 
from frequent disag reem ents with 
cong ress, is m ost notable for the 
appointment of a multitude of com­ 
m issions, some of which at least 
sug g est a desire to escape respon­ 
sibility and to pass the burden of 
aecisions, usually expected of the 
president, onto various groups never 
contemplated by the constitution.'

said 
adversaries 
of 
the 
democrats had asserted 
that 
the 
performance of a sing le y ear was 
not enough to furnish a “ correct 
g auge” of the capacity of the presi­ 
dent and that rebellion of a large 
republican group in the senate had 
balked Hoover’s efforts to fulfill his 
campaign pledges, but that ihe lat­ 
ter was not a valid argument. 
“ W hen candidate Hoover was as­ 
suring the farmers that he would 
solve their di'fficulties'and that his 
election 
would 
insure 
prosperity 
and happiness, he made no condi­ 
tion as to unity in the ranks of 
those who went into the govern­ 
ment w’ith him.” 
Declaring the insurg ents “ alm ost 
vv ithout exception” had 
supported 
President Hoovers 
candidacy , 
he 
said Senators Borah and Brookhart 
had abandoned the chief executive 
“ because they ieit he had broken 
faith with them and with the peo­ 
ple who had accepted their repre­ 
sentations on his behalf” concern­ 
ing his plans for farm relief and 
other problems 
discussed 
in 
the 
campaign. 
“ They looked for action,-and they 
g ot evasion,” Shouse said. 
Shouse said that except for the 
fig ht led by senate democrats there 
would have been thrust upon the 
American people the HawJ ey -Smoot 
tariff “ enormity

form at a cost to them of nearly 
a billion dollars a y ear in additional 
exactions for the benefit of favored 
interests.”
